Vice President Stevenson will administer the oath 
of office to Mr. Hobart and will, at the stroke of twelve, declare the senate of the Fifty-fourth congress 
adjourned without. day. The new vice president, an extra session of the senate having been called, 
will then administer the oath to the newly elected senators. ~

(Mr. Labouchere then proceeded to exam- 
ine’ the witness in regard to his financial 
relations with the chartered company, 
whén’Sir Michael-Hocks Beach, chancellor 
of the exchequér, objected to questions 
that affected the administration of the 
chartered company, which he conceived to 
be the second part of the inquiry. 

Mr. Rhodes was then examined by J. C. 
Bingham, member for the exchange divis- 
ion of ‘Liverpool representing the govern- 
ment side of the committee. The revenue 
of the Transvaal, Mr. Rhodes said was 
£75,000 a year before gold was discovered 
there.

Date for Making the Returns Fixed 
by Proper Authorities, 


THE LAW HAS BEEN CHANGED 


The Legislature Intended To Catch 
All Who Tried To Evade the Law by | 
Not Getting in Their Goods and Dis- 


posing of Their Cotton. 


The Georgia legislature has taken a run- 


ning start with the taxpayers and a law 
was passed in 1896 changing the time of 
making tax returns from the Ist day of 
April to some day to be fixed by the gover- 
nor, comptroller general and state treas- 
urer in 1897 and 1898. 

Heretofore it has been a habit with some 
merchants to order their goods to be Ge- 
livered after the Ist day of April so that 
they would not have to give them in for 


‘taxation for the current year. 


Farmers would hold their cotton until 
the last day of March and then dispose of 
it so that it did not come within the pro- 
visions of the laws. 

But the new law leaves the fixing of the 
time indefinite so as to catch all who would 
evade the law by practices and in com- 
pliance with that law the following order 
was issued last night: : 

‘‘Whereas, The general tax act approved 
December a, 189%, requires the governor 
and comptroller general and state treas- 
urer to fix a day between January ist and 
April lst of each of the years 1897 and 1898, 
as a day for making returns of taxes in- 
stead of April Ist, which day shall not be 
fixed until March ist of each of the years 
1897 and 188 (as provided by the act ap- 
proved December 20, 1893), therefore be it 
ordered that the Ist day of March, 1897, 
be and the same is hereby fixed and desig- 
nated as the day for making returns for 
taxes for the year 1597.

Supreme Court Declines To Interfere’ 
im the Street Paving Dispute.

NOT PAID FOR MANY MONTHS 


Marines from the Warships of the 
Powers Are Now Ready for 
Action. 


TROUBLE WITH TROOPS FEARED 


Commanded To Lay Down Arms They 
Refuse, and When an Officer Ap- 
proaches They Fire Upon Him—In- 
tense Excitement in Canea—Other . 


Officers Wounded. 


Canea, March 3.—The Turkish gendarmes 
in this city refused on Monday to perform 
further duty unless they were at once paid 
fifteen months’ arrears of wages. The 
money was not paid for the reason that the 
officials Gid not have it. 

Tuesday the men openly mutinied, threat- 
ened to burn the town and massacre the 
inhabitants, 

Tuesday afternoon Major Bor, the Irish 
officef who commands the gendarmerie, 
ordered those who had mutinied to assem- 
ble. Trouble being expected, British ma- 
rines and French, Italian, Russian, Ger- 
man and Austrian sailors were ranged in 
the square in front of the site of the palace 
of the governor, which was burned a few 
days ago. The mutineers, who numbered 
about forty-five, were addressed by Major 
Bor, who offered to pay them immediately 
three months’ arrears on account. The of- 
fer was refused. The men were then com- 
manded to lay down their arms, which they 
had retained, but they refused to do so. 

It is probable that a majority of the men 
were willing to obey the order, but a few 
turbulent leaders induced them to resist. 
Major Bor repeated the order three times, 
but no attention was paid to it. Another 
officer then laid his hand upon the shoulder 
of the nearest gendarme, saying: “Lay 
down your rifle.’ Immediately a voice 
from behind cried: ‘Don’t give in; fire, 
gendarmes.” 

SHOTS DISCHARGED. 

Then several shots were discharged, one 
of them killing a Turktsh colonel, who 
was standing by Major Bor’s side. 

Thereupon the Russian seamen were or- 
dered by their commanding officer to: ad- 
va and fire upon the mutineers. The 
British marines were ordered to make 
ready, but they did not receive the com- 
mand to fire. 

The gendarmes replied to the fire of the 
Russians, wounding an Italian sailor. Then, 
five of the mutineers having fallen, the 
gendarmes yielded. In the confusion the 
leaders of the mutiny managed to make 
their escape. 


The remainder were surrounded by at 


foreign sallors and marines, and were soon 
lodged in prison. Major Bor has assured 
the men that they will all be released, with 
the exception of those who first fired. 

Two of the mutineers were killed and two 
others are dying from their wounds. 

The affair created intense excitement in 
the town, where Coloned Suleiman Bey, the 
Turkish officer who was killed, was greatly 
liked. His murderers are confined on board 
the British warship Barfleur. A Heutenant 
colonel and some other officers were wound- 
ed by the fire from the mutineers. 


SELINO’S POSITION. 


The Town Itself Is Not Besieged by 
the Christian Insurgents but 
a Fort Near It. 


London, March 3.—Some confusion has 
arisen in the minds of those who are 
watching the Cretan situation as to the 
exact condition of affairs at Selino. 

This is a coast town, on the south side 
of the island, thirty-five miles west of 
Sphakia. The dispatches from Canea have 
several times referred to Selino as being 
out of reach of the warships, which is not 
the case. It seems that it is not the town 
itself that is besteged by the Christian 
insurgents, but a fort some distance from 
it, containing Ottoman soldiers and civil*' 
jans. 


News say that the beleaguered position is 
four hours’ march inland. 


SPEAKS CAREFULLY OF CRETE 


The British Government Is Cautious 
in Touching the Affairs of 
the Island,

London, March 3—The house of com- 
mons debated the Cretan question until 
midnight. The speech made by Bir Wil- 
liam Harcourt, the leader of the Mberal 
perty, was a lengthy one, but it consisted 
merely of eloquent rhetorical platitudes. 
He created the impression in the lobbies 
that he had been requested by the gov- 
ernment to treat. the question gingerly, as 
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Ireland, said that he believed that to 
compel Greece to withdraw her fleet and 
| troops from the island would endanger 
peace. He regarded the government's 
wtheme with doubt and dissatisfaction, 
and feared that they were only beginning 
what would prove a most formidable se- 
ries of transactions. 

. At the close of the debate Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt said a division would be 
contrary to the interests of Crete, and 
he therefore withdrew his motion that 
the house adjourn, which he had made to 
furnish an opportunity for debate. 


SULTAN IS GLAD. 


Crete Has Been a Great Trouble to 
Him and He Would Be Pleased 
To Be Rid of It. 


London, March 8.—The Times has a dis- 
patch from Constantinople saying that in 
addition to announcing the decision re- 
garding Crete, the note of the powers ‘n- 
forms the porte that Greece has been di- 
rected to withdraw her forces from the 
island. 

A dispatch to The Times from Athens 
confirms the opinion that Greece will re- 
ject the demands of the powérs. The dis- 


}Patch adds that it is learned, from an av- 


thoritative source that the,.sultan is eyn- 
feally’ satisfied with thé. decision in re- 
gard to Crete. He recognizes that he ‘will 


} lose the island, but is heartily gtad to 


be rid of the trouble of .protecting the 
Mohammedan minority there. 

He receives news of the happenings in 
the island, such as the bombardment by 
the foreign warships, with scarcely con- 
cealed délight. It is stated that when he 
was infcrmed that the warships had fired 
upon the insurgents he gleefully rubbed 
his hands and exclaimed: “The powers 
appear to be getting on well with their 
new proteges.”’ 


CRETAN BLUE BOOK. 


Issued by the British Government 
and Showing the Earlicr His- 
tory of the Trouble. 


London, March 3.—The government has 
issued the Cretan blue book covering the 
period between February, 18%, and Sep- 
tember, 1896, which shows that Count Go- 
luchowski’s proposal to blockade the Ri- 
raeus in the event of the refusal of Greece 
to obey the terms of the collective note 
of the powers by putting a stop to the 
importation of arms and forwarding of 
volunteers into Crete has steadily been 


f opposed by Lord Salisbury. 


The contention of the British premier 
was that it- would be very unfair to em- 
ploy the fleets of the powers against the 
Greeks while merely pursuing the policy 
of a diplomatic protest against the sultan. 

The granting of autenomy to Crete Was 
advocated by Lord Salisbury as far back 
as September, when he declared that Fin- 
gland could only join in coercing ‘Greece 
in the event of that kingdom making a 
demonstration menacing the integrity of 
the Turkish empire. 


THE DEMANDS ON GREECE.

POMPEII AS IT Is. 


From The Chicago News. 

It is now almost 150 years since a labor- 
er sinking a well: on the Campagna came 
upon some fragments of old sculpture and 
painted tiles. Forty years previous a peas- 
ent of Resina had made like discoveries 
which led to the excavation of the buriad 
city of Herculanetm and hopes were arous- 
ed that in the burfed summer resorts of the 
Romans still greater treasufes would* be 
found under the cinders and ashes that for 
1,700 years had hidden them. 

The work of excavation was intermittent, 
however, and pursued carelessly under the 
Bourbons. When Murat was installed as 
king of Naples he infused some new life 
into the work, which progressed slowly, ow- 
ing to the fact that later eruptions of Ve- 
suvius were occurring. At late of 1423 Miss 
Berry—Horace “ Walpole’s  friend—wrote: 
‘We set out, a large party for Pohpeii. The 
drive of fourteen miles is very disagreeable, 
notwithstanding the view of the bay nd 
the mountains around. The cinders and 
lava of the eruption of last October have 
scarcely yet been swept to the sides of the 
streets, but are left on the road. Uutside 
dora 59 they are half way up the horses’ 
egs.”’ 

No such impediments now sreet the trav- 
eler who is dropped at a not over-clean reil- 
way station by a prosaic train when he 
goes to Pompeii. Even to the highly classi- 
cal and ultra-enthusiastic wye the’ first im- 
pressions of Pompeii are disappointing. 
Within the last few years the ministry of 
fine arts has been trying to clear away the 
heaps of cinders which obstructed the view 
of the city and has partially accomplished 
the feat. The first place of interest to be 
seen is the Basilica, supposed to have been 
used as a law court. The ruins of the tem- 
ple of Venus are striking and the exchange 
is one of the most beautiful buildings yet 
revealed, its central hall having been sur- 
rounded by columns of Parian matb’e. 

Recent excavations have been “ong on in 
the amphitheater, where, !t will be remem- 
bered in Bulwer-Lytton’s account in his 
novel, games were in progress at the time 
of the eruption. The excavations were 
made to demonstrate that the loss of life at 
the amphitheater was less than the novel- 
ist would have us believe, The people as- 
sembled had time to make their escape to 
the open country and the reinains of but 
700 bodies were found here, most of them 
in such perfect state of preservation as to 
negative the theory that others were reduc- 
ed to impalpable dust. The activity of the 
present government will not be relaxed till 
Pompeii shall have given 'p its last secret 
and in the meantime there are constantly 
being found treasures in marble bronze 
os paintings. : ;

At his trial yesterday Cook tried to play 
the sympathy racket, but it did not work 
with Recorder Calhoun. 


HUNTING WILD HORSES. 


It Is a Favorite Sport in Southern 
Utah. 
From The Butte Miner. 

“You may talk about hunting deer and 
elk or mountain goats, but for real sport 
horse-hunting is destined to lay all such 
shooting in the shade in the near future.”’ 

The remark was made last night by B. 
F’. Sanders, one of the cattle kings of Utah. 
Mr. Sanders each year. sells about 2,500 
head of cattle to Montana stockmen. He is 
here at present on business and will return 
to his home in Salt Lake in a day or two. 
Continuing, he said: ss 

‘In the Rocky Mountain ranges there are 
now roaming about fully 2,000,000 horses 
that may be said to belong to no one. The 
range horse has become so worthless and 
such a drug on the market that for several 
years past stockmen have not branded the 
young horses growing up. The horses 
on the plains now are about one-half with- 
out brands, and are relapsed into a per- 
fectly wild state. 

‘Down in the southern part of Utah 
where my cattle range all the year, boys 
are shooting these wild horses whenever 
they get a chance. This practice, of course, 
makes those horses that escape wilder than 
ever, and it is only now and then that a 
brand of horses can be approached near 
enough to get a shot at them. There is no 
danger of any one being injured by this 
sport, as the horses are a nuisance, and all 
cattlemen wish to see them exterminated. 
Many cattlemen themselves own bands of 
horses that are running wild, and when 
they go out to round them up it is not as 
of old to brand, but to shoot them. 

“In the Rocky Mountain ranges of Mon- 
tana, Utah, Nevada and elsewhere it is 
now generally acknowledged that range 
horses are a public nuisance, and they 
ought to be exterminated. They eat up the 
grass needed for cattle and they are as 
hard on a range as sheep. The horses eat 
grass right down to the roots, thus in dry 
weather completely destroying the range 
they graze over. 

“There was a time not many years ago 
when a big band of horses was considered 
very valuable property and guarded care- 
fully. A horse thief was considered on the 
range one degree worse than a murderer, 
and was hanged sometimes on very slight 
evidence. | 

“A man who would now go out on the 
range and steal a few bands of horses 
would be allowed to ship them away and be 


hailed as a public benefactor. Around his: 


neck, instead of a rope, would be thrown 
wreaths of flowers and all men would 
praise him as a philanthropist of a very 
high order. 

“It is a faet that any one who wished 
could round up all the horses fie could find 
in almost any section of the Rocky Moun- 
tain range and no one would question his

Some Strong Arguments Are Present- 
ed for a Tnited States Court Re- 
ceiver and Some Just as Strong 
Against It—Case Attracks Much At- 
tention—A Decision e Awaited swith

The fight for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver in the United States court for the 
Southern Mutual Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation was taken up before Judge New- 
man at 10 o’clock this morning. 

The plaintiff is Charles E. Garner, & 
resident of Florida, who is joined by nu- 
merous other creditors and stockholders. 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins represented 
the plaintiffs and Captain Ellis, Judge 
Dorsey, Colonel Brewster and Mr. Alex 
King appeared for the association and the 
receivers of the state court. The conclusive 
point in the . fight for a receivership 
in the United States court which Judge 
Tompkins made was that the federal court 
had already assumed jurisdiction over 
three-fourths of the assets of the associa- 
tion, which the state court receivers can- 
not possibly secure possession of. 

The arguments will be concluded tomor- 
row morning by Mr. King and Judge 
Newman will render a decision. The case 
is being hard fought in each side and if 
a federal court receiver is appointed fur- 
ther litigation of a more tangled nature is 


sure to follow. 

When the case was called State Ti¢as- 
urer Speer, the Bates-Farley savings bank 
and the American Building andi Ioan Asso- 
ciation were allowed further tin.e to an- 
swer as to the assets of ihe company in 
their hands. Attorney General Terrell ap- 
peared for Treasurer Speer, and ©. J. Ha- 
den for the bank and ‘oan a-soctatien. 

The answer to the amendment and pro- 
test against the appointment of a resvé'ver 
was read by Mr. Alex. King, representing 
the Southern Muftal Bullding and Loan 
Association and the permanent receivers. 

Mr. King’s answer was a lengthy one, 
and he made the points: ' 

1. That the order calling upon ‘parties 
outside the association holding securities 
could not be called on by the petitioners 
in the United tSates court, such being a 
misjoinder. That the first question was 
who should have the right to call for same 
and administer assets. 

2. That the United States court has no 
jurisdiction, for the reason that the state 
courts first had it under control through 
receivers. 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins, for the plain- 
tiff, followed Mr. King. 

He said that the United States court 
should grant a temporary restraining or- 
der and should appoint a receiver or re- 
ceivers to take charge of the assets of the 
association, which are held by the court, 
and which the state court has not and can- 
not get control of. 

He represented a petitioner Who has 
$2,700 of stock which the derived from citi- 
sens of Florida. : 

That whether a creditor or a stockhold- 
er he had a right to file the bill; that his 
stock was in good standing; that the as- 
sociation is totally insolvent; that officers of 
the association are indebted to it and tak- 
ing these ground he prayed that areceiver 
be appointed. 

Judge Lumpkin, after reading this an- 
swer, took up and reviewed the proceed- 
ings in the state court in order to show 
that the petitioners seek different points, 
and that a receiver in this court should be 
named. P 

He showed that the association was al- 
lowed to deposit 75 per cent of its securi- 
ties with a trust company; with a bank 
where the state treasurer makes his de- 
posit, or with the state treasurer himself; 
and that $331,000 of securities had been de- 
posited with the state treasurer. 

When so deposited these securities could 
not be withdrawn until two affidavits were 
made to the state treasurer by the pres- 
ident and secretary of the association. 

Judge Lumpkin made the main point in 
his case for the plaintiff. He said: 

“The state court did not take hold of 
these securities, consisting of mortgages, 
loan deeds and other assets. 

“By not taking charge of these it was 
admitted that the state court did not have 
protection over them. 

“This being the case, I ask this court to 
take hold of these $331,000 in assets and 
to hold that Mr. Speer cannot be made to 
give up one single paper untfl two forms 
are gon through with. ~*« 

If the association is solvent, two affi- 
davits will have to be made. 

“If insolvent the state «treasurer will 
have to be made a party to the suit. 

“We have three-fourths of the assets of 
this association, which’ are’ Tri the hands of 
the state treasurer, besides $20,000 in secu- 
rities which are held by the Bates-Farley

moeeos ee **"Atlanta’s Ree Days. 


‘The ‘gildea. youth of the  aainaind genera- 
tion who spend their leisure hours at the 
Aragon and the Kimball have little con- 
ception of the nature and character of At- 
lanta’s famous hostelries in the old days. 

Before the war the Atlanta hotel on the 
site of the present Kimball was one of the 
best known houses of entertainment in the 
south. It was a two-story brick structure, 
very comfortably equipped for those times, 
and its proprietor, Dr. Joseph Thompson, 
was well known from Canada to Texas. He 
was a genial man of inexhaustible wit and 
humor and his bright sayings and jokes 
were frequently quoted in Harper’s maga- 
zine and the leading periodicals and news- 
papers of the land. He numbered among 
his friends the most prominent statesmen 
and journalists of America and was not 
unknown on the other side of the water. 

His parlors were a favorite society center, 
and the belles and beaux of Dixie might 
have been seen gathered there night after 
night. The tired traveler always felt that 
he was welcome, and even during the hard- 
est period of the war Dr. Thompson, at 
great personal sacrifice, managed to enter- 
tain the officers and soldiers of the confed- 
eracy and send them on thelr way fre- 
joicing. 


Another popular.hotel was the Trout 
house on the corner of Decatur and Pryor 
streets. This was three stories high, and 
like the Atlanta hotel, fronted the park, 
the only pleasure ground Atlanta had be- 
fore the war. 

This house had various proprietors and 
was. well managed. On account of its size 
and ¢ommanding situation many prominent 
statesmen stopped there. From its bal- 
cohny Stephen A. Douglas spoke in 1860 and 
from the same place Jefferson Davis ad-

It was two stories high, nicely finished 
and filled with modern furniture, and was 
conducted by Pratt, Pond and Corey. 

This house was a revelation to the people 
who had just emerged from the wreck and 
ruin of civil war. 

It s¢emed to us that it compared favor- 
ably with the big hotels of New York and 
Boston and the society leaders of the city 
might have been found there at all times. 

The only drawback was that the federal 
Officers who were then in control of Geor- 
gia made the place their headquarters. 

They took possession of the parlors, the 
bar and the billlard room. 

They occupied the best rooms, they had 
the best seats at the table and the lobbies 
were filled with their gay uniforms and 
they stood or sat in groups on the side- 
walk day and night. 

General Pope and General Terry wlih 
their staffs were there much of the time 
and also General Meade and General 
Ruger. 

Many distinguished federal generals and 
northern republicans, including Vice Presi- 
dent Henry Wilson, stopped there. 

Of course impoverished southerners and 
ex-confederates still wearing their thread- 
bare gray sults felt that they were in an 
uncongenial atmosphere. 

Besides the federals many leading carpet- 
baggers made the place their home and it 
was impossible to enter the door wilhout 
feeling in the presence of a strange and 
almost foreign. element.

It has only been built a few years, since 
1892, and its grcwth and success is de- 
/perdent upon the increase in the neigh- 
} borhood and the necessary qualification tu 
‘its success has not been lacking. 

Inman Park has been a successful part 
of Atlanta} its growth has been steady 
and large. On the other hand, the other 
‘neighborhood that contributes to the at- 
tendance of this institution ha&S not lacked 
in success, and naturally the school has 
grown. 

But Edgewood avenue lays less stress up- 
on numbers than upon some other fea- 
tures. In the first place, it considers the 
scholarship of the school as. of the very 
gravest importance, naturally, and Edge- 
wood uvenue has no cause to be ashamed. 
In this particular it stands well with the 
best schools in town, and considering the 
things with witich it has to contend, its 
record is altogether most contmendable. 

It has at present about 850 scholars and 
the late change in the schvol districts of 
the city gave much of its territory to an- 
other school and a considerable amount 
of its attendance. 

Possibly no school in town has'so much 
moving of its scholars to contend with, 
and, harder than even this, the removal of 
a child for a limited space of time and pos- 
sibly of him or her being brought back 
in a few weeks or more, which makes 
the work of their teachers exceedingly dit- 
ficult. To try to keep the gradés 'to- 
gether and prevent a scholar who is. forced 
to so leave the school temporarily | from 
dropping bacK into the grade below. Ap .a 
Herculean task, and one, perhaps, that 
could hardly be expected of the faculty. to 
attempt, and to say that this effort is hab- 
itually. made, tellg better. than anything 
the characteristic of the teaching. force 
of this school—that hard working devo- 
tion .to their task.

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LONG YEARS 
OF SERVITUDE 


Remarkable Case of Lee Who Has 
Been Confined 14 Years. ‘ 


A NEW TRIAL WAS GRANTED 


But Through the Neglect of the Offi- 
cials of the Chatham Superior Court 
His Case Was Overlooked Until Re- 


cently. 


Fourteen years of hard penal servitude 
in the chaingang without having been con: 
victed. ; , 

That is the record of Major Lee, and 
it is without -parallel in the history of 
the state. 

In 1881 Lee, who was then a sixteen-year- 
old boy, was conVicted of murder in Chat- 
ham. superior court and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life in the penitentiary. - 

For some reason he was not delivered 
to the penitentiary authorities until 1883, 
and in the same year he was granted a 
new trial. 

Judge Falligant defended him, but was 
soon afterwards raised to the bench, and 
being disqualified in the case, new counsel 
was secured for Lee. 

But he had been sent to the penitentiary 
camp of Cole City, and no notice of the 
new trial having been granted ever found 
its way to the office of the principal keep- 
er. Consequently Lee was set to work in 
the mines and kept there until last July, 
when he was transferred to James’s camp, 
in Emanuel county; where he is now at 
work in a sawmill. 

NEW TRIAL DUE HIM. 

Recently somebody discovered that he 
had never been given the benefit of a new 
trial and the case was reported to the 
proper authorities and Principal Keeper 
Turner at once wrote to W. W. Osborne, 
solicitor general at Savannah, for the par- 
ticulars of the case. 

He received a reply this morning, giving 
the facts as above stated. Lee had served 
what would be equivalent to a twenty- 
year sentence, with the usual deductions 
for good behavior and continuous service, 
and all this time he has been entitled to 
a new trial. 

Judge Turner will order bis return to 5Sa- 
vannah at once and will ask Governor At- 
kinson to pardon him. Whether the gov- 
ernor can grant a pardon under the cir- 
cumstances is an open question, as the 
man is really in the position of one against 
whom charges have been made, but who 
has never been legally convicted, and 
therefore there is some doubt as to wheth- 
er the governor can act In such @ case or 


not. : 

Judge Callaway has been asked to go 
to Savannah to try the case at once, and 
in the meantime Major Lee will be given 
the benefit of at least a much-éenjoyed rest 


frém his labors. 

After all this long lapse of time tt will 
be difficult to place the blame where it 
belongs in the case, but it is self-evident 
that somebody has been culpable in the 
matter, and that Lee, guilty or ‘innocent, 
has been the victim of a grievous wrong 
in being deprived of his rights during all 
these iong years.

“The president of the United States this 
afternoon received the former Queen LIl- 
juokalani, of Hawaii, but Mrs. Cleveland 
refused to be an accessory to the social 
function. 

“In order to emphasize her determination 
Mrs. Cleveland left the executive mansion 
almost immediately after the arrival of her 
former majesty and did not return until 
after her departure. 

“The royal retinue had scarcely disap- 
peared within the private corridor which 
separates the residence portion of the 
mansion from the outer world when Mrs. 
Cleveland emerged from the ladies’ re- 
ception room, passed through a little group 
of newspaper men, walked rapidly through 
.the main corridor and out at the front 
entrance. Her face was white and firm 
and her whole appearance indicated in- 
tense indigation. 

“Before leaving the portico Mrs. Cleve- 
land returned and spoke a few words to 
the attendant at the door.’ Turning to the 
left, she passed down the walk. She did 
not wait for a carriage. She wore a walk- 
ing costume, a shortened skirt, 
jacket and a small, tight-fitting hat.

‘The south held the balance of 
power, and Webster wanted the southern 
vote. The lawyer and land agent from 
Tennessee met Webster, and impressed him 
with an exaggerated idea of his political 
power, and promised him Tennessee’s sup- 
port. Then the land agent broached his 
scheme to Webster. In the wilds of the 
Tennessee mountains, he said, were lands 
teeming with precious minerals, and the 
men who developed them would become 
fabulously rich. He told ubout his pur- 
chases and said he wanted to associate 
with him men of capital. How better could 
Webster secure the support of Tennessee 
than by being a land owner in that state? 
he asked. Webster liked the scheme and 
perzuaded Samuel L. Clemens to invest 
with him. They raised $30,000 and turned it 
over to -the Tennessee lawyer, who left 
Washington after having deeded the lands 
to Webster, Clemens and their associates. 
What became of him is not known. 

Months afterwards, when nothing had 
been heard of the Tennessee boomer, Web- 
ster persuaded Congressman Clemens to 
leave home and take his family overland 
to Tennessee to reap the riches that had 
been promised to them. The trip overland 
was a weary month of travel. When Con- 
gressman Clemens arrived he found a wil- 
derness, Disgusted with his part of the 
bargain, he journeyed with his wagon train 
across Tennessee to the Mississippi river, 
and crossing proceeded to the spot where 
the little city of Hannibal, Mo., now stands.

SUPPOSED TO BE HAUNTED. 


Why Some English Dwellings Are Not 
Occupied. 


Frecm London Household Words. 

Probably the majority of people have 
been momentarily struck from time to 
time by the sight of dwelling houses of a 
sad, deserted appearance, curiously sug- 
gestive of rats and romance, which occur 
at intervals in the streets of London and 
most other big human hives. There they 
Stand, year after year: no one occupies 
them or regards them as habitable: gen- 
erally they crumble through sheer disuse, 
or are eventually razed by ths lgalized 
“house breaker.’’ Of cuurse many houses 
answering to this description staad empty 
for years pending decisions in the court of 
chancery, or because the sanitary authori- 
ties have seen fit to condemn them; but it 
is a fact that hundreds of such houses re- 
main vacant simply because of tome queer 
local aversion or superstition, which has 
gradually surrounded them with a fatal 
atmosphere of ill-luck. Call) a house 
“haunted,” and with many people the 
ghost is tdken for granted. 

Occasionally the reasons why certain 
dwelling houses should have been marked 
out and shunned in this way are humorous 
to a degree—not to say ridiculous. The 
writer knows of one substantial pile, 
standing in a northwest suburb, which has 
been practically doomed to perpetual emp-
